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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Rejection of claims 1,25-27 under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over Tomita 
will not be maintained in light amendment filed 10/2/03. Applicant has amended instant 
claims to include "consisting essentially of language which eliminates the inclusion of 
lactoferrins in the instant composition. Note that Tomita's invention requires lactoferrins. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Farhadieh (US 4025654; 5/24/77). Farhadieh teaches a process of combining 
ingredients consisting essentially of at least 1% citric acid salt with an antibiotic 
(chelocardin) to produce a composition. See abstract, claims 1-5. Note that a statement 
regarding intended use (topical application) in a preparation / composition claim has no 
patentable significance. 

Applicant's arguments, see paper 18, filed 10/2/03, with respect to the 
rejection(s)of claim(s) 1,25-27 under 35 USC 103(a) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of art below. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Petrus (US 5875799; 3/2/99). Petrus teaches a process of making a dental floss 
comprising combining ingredients consisting essentially of zinc citric acid salt with an 
antibiotic to produce the floss. See abstract, claims 1-13. Petrus does not teach the 
invention comprising at least 1% zinc citrate. However, one having ordinary skill in the 
art would have been expected to determine the optimum amount of zinc citrate. One 
would have been motivated to do this in order to form the most effective dental floss. 

Claims 1 ,25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brown et al (J. Clinical Pharmacy, 1976, vol. 1 no. 1, pp. 29-37). Brown teaches a 
process of combining ingredients consisting essentially of sodium citric acid salt with 
ampicillin (antibiotic) to produce a composition. See abstract. Note that a statement 
regarding intended use (topical application) in a preparation / composition claim has no 
patentable significance. Brown does not teach the invention comprising at least 1% 
sodium citrate. However, one having ordinary skill in the art would have been expected 
to determine the optimum amount of sodium citrate. One would have been motivated 
to do this in order to form the most stable suspension.
